Washington — Rep. Wilbur D. Mills charged 


Thursday 
that 
the 
Nixon administration's 


revenue sharing plan was a "Trojan Horse" 
that would undermine the independence of state 
and local governments. 


Mills, the Democrat from Arkansas who 


is the chairman of the powerful House Ways 
and Means Committee, attacked the plan in 
what amounted to a debate between him and 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally. 


Closer To People 


Connally had argued before Mills's com- 


mittee that revenue sharing, by distributing 
$5 billion to state and local governments, would 
rejuvenate them and bring government closer 
to the people. 


But Mills said, "I have great fear that 


this government would operate just the opposite 
of all the platitudes and verbiage you've used 
here in describing it." 


Although the plan as submitted would let

for

l a w f u l , 
non- 


discriminatory 
purpose, 
Mills warned 
that 


future Congresses could impose ''strictures and 
limitations." 


'Most Dangerous Proposal' 


"I've never known Congress to give money 


to anybody without keeping some control over 
it," he said, c a l l i n g the plan "the m o s t 
dangerous 
proposal 
that's 
ever 
b e e n 


developed." 


Connally said he recognized that '-future 


Congresses could put strings on this money, 
and if they do I think it would be tragic.'' 


State 
New ADC Formula 


PAYMENTS TO SOME RECIPIENTS WILL BE REDUCED

possibly to be located in the 
police station, was one of four 
steps recommended 
by com- 


mission 
member 
Gary 
Hill, 


aimed at 
avoiding 
needless 


racial disturbances through the 
providing of factual information 
to any caller. 


'Showmanship' 


Hill said that while there has 


been "a lot of showmanship" in 
regard to possibilities of racial 
incidents, rumors could lead to 
problems in the city. 


Police reaction, he said, has 


been that the police could handle 
any trouble with a display of 
force. 


Hill, though, recalled an inci- 


dent last year at the Antelope 
Park 
Pavilion involving the 


police and a black youth which 
he said could have led to 
disturbances had it not been for 


the work of some commission 
members to keep the black 
community calm. 


The rest of the commission 


members agreed with Hill that 
the 
commission 
should 
get 


together with the mayor and the 
new City Council to discuss the 
rumor control c e n t e r , 
a 


neighborhood police program, 
involvement of the human rights 
officer in racial incidents and 
establishment of a total police- 
community relations program. 


Possible Advisor 


Hill said he felt that whenever 


there are possibilities of in- 
cidents involving blacks, that 
the human rights officer should 
be informed by the police and 
called upon to be at the scene, 
possibly as an advisor. 


"It should be made known 


that we do have a human rights 
officer" and that "his authority 
be spelled out in such cases," 
suggested Hill, who brought up 
the matter of police-community 
relations in commenting on a 
recent Lincoln Star story about 
black-white tensions. 


Human Rights Officer Gerald 


Henderson said that there are 
racial situations happening in 
the city, "not just overtones." 


Feelings 'Definite' 


"Definite 
(racial) 
feelings 


exist among certain individuals 
and we will have to deal with 


these 
situations,'' 
Henderson 


said. 


The human rights officer said 


he feels that "closer conversa- 
tions 
(between the 
Human 


Rights Commission and 
the 


police) should be going back and 
forth." 


Miss Kay Thompson, director 


of the Malone Center, said she 
would like to see the news media 
play up some of the positive 
things being done in thp black 
community and not always the 
racial incidents. 


Miss Thompson said the Star 


story 
worried those at 
the 


Malone Center that it might add 
fuel to the discord in the Malone 
area. 


"It is very important to play 


up the positive things being 
done . . . for the community to 
read this," she said.

Helps Most Needy 


Ratable reduction, the welfare director said, 


means, in effect, the most needy will still 
receive the maximum payment while those with 
only a partial need because of outside income, 
would'be proportionately reduced.

are now getting the maximum grant would 
not be touched," he said. "The people who 
are working and have some income but still 
need some aid will be reduced somewhat." 


The 1971 Legislature increased the max- 


imum monthly payment for a mother and one 
child from §110 to $124, and from $30 to $34 
for each additional child. 


The new maximum, Graham 
said, was 


taken care of by the Legislature's final ap- 
propriation bill and therefore does not con- 
tribute to the deficit. 


Graham said the new formula, which will 


be reduced to mathematical tables rather than 
the computation forms used in the past, "will 
eliminate most of the chance for error."

New Forms 


Graham indicated the new calculation forms

He maintained that revenue sharing is the 


best available means to relieve the financial 
squeeze on the state and local governments, 
and to reverse the trend toward centralized 
power. 


Mills has acknowledged that many cities 


are in financial 
difficulties, but questioned 


whether the plight of the states is so serious. 


Citing big federal budget deficits, he asked 


Connally, "What state in the Union is in more 
financial 
trouble 
than 
the 
f e d e r a l 


government?" 


States In Trouble, Too 


Connally said many states are in worse 


trouble, in the sense that they have been com- 
pelled to raise taxes sharply or to curtail 
services. 


"When are we going to break this chain 


of thought that whenever there is a problem 
. . . we'll solve it by spending more money?" 
Mills asked. 


Chiding the administration for its lobbying 


efforts in behalf of revenue sharing. Mills said 
he could not "understand why you have to 
go through this Madison Avenue type of sales 
program in order to give money away." 


He said it had been "very entertaining" 


for him to follow Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
around 
the 
country, 
addressing 
s t a t e 


legislatures to answer Agnew's speeches for 
revenue sharing. 


Formula Criticized 


Criticizing the administration's distribution 


formula. Mills cited several examples that he 


said showed that the allocations of money would 
be "capricious and haphazard." 


He said the formula does not adequately 


distribute money on the basis of need. 


Connally acknowledged there are flaws in 


the formula, but said it is ''95 or 96% as perfect 
as we can get." 


He said the administration would welcome 


any suggestions for improving the formula, 
which is based mainly on population at the 
state level and on revenues raised by local 
governments on their own. 


Who'll Get More? 


Mills said, "The wealthier areas will get 


more per person than the poorer areas,'' but 
Connally offered 
his own statistics to show 


that "it's just not so." 


The administration has said revenue sharing- 


would not require tax increases or reductions 
in spending for other programs but Mills got 
Connally to acknowledge that the money, though 
borrowed initially, would have to come from 
the taxpayers at some stage. 


Mills said many states — including Illinois, 


New York. Pennsylvania, Ohio. New Jersey 
and Massachusetts — would pay more in federal 
taxes than they would receive from revenue 
sharing. He noted that the same is true of 
any federal spending program. 


Illinois, for example, would pay $1.64 in 


taxes for every SI it received in revenue sharing. 


States with high federal tax burdens would 


be paying to enable other states, if they wished, 
to reduce local taxes. Mills said.

With very little assistance 


needed 
from 
their 
home 


economics teacher, Mrs. Floyd 
(Lois) Hoover, the girls pro- 
gressed at their o w n speeds 
from pinning and cutting to zip- 
pers and hemming. 


Specific Module 


As each girl followed her pat- 


tern, she could put the module of 
instruction she needed on one of 
two 
projectors 
and 
t a p e ; 


recorders. 


For example, one girl was 


learning how to install a zipper 
while another faster worker 
already was using the module on 
seam finishing. 


Both Mrs. Hoover and the 


girls were enthusiastic about tho 
project. 


'A Lot Easier' 


"It's a lot easier to learn how 


to sew this way," said Becky 
Schmidt, a 13-year-old seventh 
grader. "I can keep going back 
to things I don't completely 
understand, and I often come in 
after school and work on mv 
own time." 


Eighth grader Kathy Maier. 


13, who was the fastest sewer, 
said, "At first, we all wero 
working together, but I found it. 
easy to learn and I was able to 
go ahead with my work." 


"But when I don't understand 


something," she added, "it is 
easy to go back and review.

Mrs. Hoover, whose voice was 


on the tapes and hands were

3-Year Project 


She and 
her 
husband, a 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
professor who also mechanized 
parts of his education classes, 
have been working on the pro- 
ject for three years. 


''The really important thing 


about this technique," she said, 
"is that every girl works at her 
own speed. She can rerun the 
modules as often as is needed 
until she fully understands and 
if she misses a class, she can 
easily catch up on her own 
time." 


Furthermore, 
Mrs. 
Hoover 


noted that if the technique is 
used for a whole classroom, the 
teacher can be free to give more 
p e r s o n a l i z e d , individual 
assistance. 


As it is now in a class of more 


than 30 students, she explained, 


"it is impossible for the teacher 
to personally help evervone and 
there are always some ahead of 
the others and some slower and 
they all want help." 


Broadly Applicable 


Mrs. Hoover said the techni- 


que, which was approved for 
testing by the Innovations Com- 
mittee o"f the Lincoln Public 
Schools, "could be used for the 
whole area of home economics 
and for academic subjects as 
well." 


She noted that if the technique 


someday is accepted for regular 
teaching, 
there could be 
a 


library with modules covering 
every subject. 


Then students could check ouc 


different modules of instruction 
as they are needed and classes 
could 
be 
provided 
w i t h 


numerous 
p r o j e c t o r and 


recorder systems. 


"This project now is really 


quite crude compared to what 
there might be in the future," 
she explained. "If the technique 
works this well now. imagine 
how it will work when it is 
perfected."

\ear of his 
13-year federal 


sentence for jury tampering and 
mail 
fraud, 
disclosed 
his 


decision not to seek re-election 
in a letter to the Teamsters' ex- 
ecutive board. The board, in 
turn, endorsed Fitzsimmons, 63. 
for election to a five-year term 
as president of the two-million 
member union at its Miami 
Beach convention next month. 


Fitzsimmons, 
a 
long-time 


friend of Hoffa's who has been 
running the union as general 
vice president, announced Hof- 
fa's decision to reporters after 
an executive 
board 
meeting 


here. 


He read from a letter in which 


Hoffa said: 


"I feel because of my present 


legal problems, I should not be a 
candidate for office at the July 
1971 convention since no one can 
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say how my legal problerc wJl 
finally be settled. 


•'. . . I know the man who 


holds the 
office 
of president 


must be willing and able to give 
all of his time to the duties of 
the everyday operations. I know 
many thousands of members of 
this union have expressed their 
desire that 1 run for office, and I 
am very grateful for that ex- 
pression. 


'.My Expressed Desire' 


"However. I feel that my ex- 


pressed desire that you support 
Frank Fitzsimmons for general 
president is in your and their 
best interests for the future of 
all members of the international 
union." 


Fitzsimmons then announced 


that "members of the general 
executive board have accepted 
his d e c i s i o n 
and 
have 


unanimously endorsed my can- 
didacy." 


Hoffa's decision not to run 


again ended months of uncer- 
tainty over the future course of 
the union, the largest in the 
country, and may have made it 
easier for him to win parole 
when he is considered again in 
June 1972. 


Denied 


His second application for 


parole was denied March 31 
amid reports the administration 
opposed freeing him as long as 
he is the Teamsters president. 


On paper, Hoffa will continue 


to serve as president until the 
July election, but officials said 
he has not been drawing his 
$100,000-a-year 
salary 
since 


going to prison March 7,1967. 


The 
post of general vice 


president now held by Fitzsim- 
mons at $100,000 a year was 
created at the last convention to 
permit 
Fitzsimmons, an old 


friend 
of Hoffa's from 
ttieir 


Detroit 
organizing 
days, 
to 


serve, in effect, as acting pres- 
ident 
while 
Hoffa 
was 
in 


prison. 


Before 
the 
announcement, 


there appeared little doubt that 
Hoffa, who replaced David Beck 
as Teamsters president in 1957, 
would be re-elected if he chose 
to run.

Hanoi Faffs To Receive 13 POIVs 


Saigon <<P) — The South Viet- 


namese government abandoned 
plans to repatriate 13 disabled 
North Vietnamese prisoners of 
war 
after 
Hanoi's 
represen- 


tatives failed to show up Friday 
to receive them. 


Officials in Saigon said the 


U.S. troopship Upshur with the 
prisoners aboard was leaving 
the rendezvous area off the 
demilitarized 
zone 
and 
was 


returning to Da Nang. 


"There was no one out there 


to receive them," said one South 
Vietnamese official. "So as far 
as 
we 
are 
concerned, the 


operation is over." 


A 24-hour cease-fire was in 


effect along the coastal section 
of the DMZ although the North 
Vietnamese 
g o v e r n m e n t 


declared 
earlier 
that 
the 


prisoner release was invalid. 


The 
13 North Vietnamese 


prisoners 
were 
held 
in 
a 


spacious air-conditioned 
com- 


partment aboard the Upshur. 
North Vietnam originally said it 
would agree 
to 
receive 570 


prisoners held in South Vietnam, 
but onK the 13 agreed to go 
jack.

Saigon's claim that such a small 
number wanted to return to 
their homeland, declared the

IN PERSPECTIVE

A young crew with a lot of work ahead of thorn — that's 


the administrative team of Gov. J. James Exon. That crew 
will go a long way toward determining the political future 
of the man they serve for the slate of Nebraska and the 
outlook must be granted as promising. 


Listen at the grass roots at the moment and it is hard 


to say how Governor Exon might come out at the polls if 
he had to run again tomorrow. Most comment runs pretty 
close to party lines. COP loyalists critical of the governor 
and Democrats favorable. 


Governor Exon won last time on two scores — the anti- 


Tiemann vote and his own positions. His strongest position 
was to hold the line on spending, which he has done and 
which would still get him a lot of votes. But taxes are still 
a big issue and the governor ns yet has had little impact 
upon them at the local level. 


* 
From some of his team, perhaps, could come the help 


he might need in this regard. William Peters, tax commissioner, 
fits into this picture. He is a young, imaginative and hard-working 
man who could well devote some time to new approaches 
to the local property tax situation. 


Strongest man in the Exon administration from the point 


of view of important influence with the governor is Department 
of Administrative Services Director Gus Lieske. Again, lie is 
an able and dedicated young man to whom the governor appears 
to listen attentively. 


As an administrator of his department, he will perform 


satisfactorily if he is competent and efficent. As the administra- 
tion's budget director, he has a strong influence in polic> 
decisions. To date, his philosophy has s h o w n as conservative 
and the main concern here is that the governor is able to 
sufficiently 
inform 
himself 
to adequately judge the Lieske 


recommendations. 


The youth theme continues with Stanley Malzke. Jr.. head 


of the Department of Economic Development. Matzke is probably 
the most personable, imaginative and, perhaps, talented of 
all gubernatorial appointees. 


In his position with economic development. Matzke could 


be a tremendous asset for the governor in the cities and 
towns across the state, dealing as his department does in 
so many of the economic affairs of those communities. Addi- 
tionally, Matzke has the personality to sell to people throughout 
the state many aspects of the Democratic administration. 


Given the right opportunity, Matzke is in a position to 


make a substantial contribution to Nebraska and it would be 
surprising if he docs anything else. 


Another bright spot is the Department of Agriculture, headed 


(by Glenn Krcuscher. This department really does not have 
quite the impact on all of agriculture as its name might 
imply but Kreuschcr will make the most of it. 


Exon could not have made a better choice than Krcuscher, 


a tireless individual well grounded in all aspects of agriculture 
and highly respected in the industry. Kreuscher will not hurt 
the governor any with the crucial farm vote. 


Thomas Doyle is another relative youngster, heading up 


the State Highway Department. 


* 
Quality administration is Doyles' strong suit. It remains 


to be seen whether the policy decisions of the administration 
affecting highways will best serve the state of Nebraska but 
there is no reason to believe at this point that highways 
will end up an Exon liability, despite criticism from some 
quarters on the bond issue matter. 


Nebraska still is spending all the federal funds it can 


get its hands on and asking for more. Bonds lose a lot of 
their appeal when there are no federal funds \\ith which to 
match them. 


Going on, you find Lawrence Graham in the Department 


of Welfare and Sam Van Pelt heading the Insurance Department, 
both young and apparently well qualified. In banking is Henry 
Ley and in the Department of Labor is Gerald E. Chizck, 
with Ley breaking the youthful image but both men seemingly 
qualified. 


If there is a weakness, it might turn out to be Michael 


D. LaMontia. holding an important position as Director of 
Institutions. His value and ability are yet to be determined. 
In total, it is a team with more potential than has been 
seen in any administration in a long time, a welcome change 
from one of the weak points of the administration of former 
Gov. Norberl Tiemann.

Local Government Needs Look 


This week, county commissioners acted 


to implement the new state law authorizing 
the establishment of local railroad safety 
commissions and, next week, the City Council 
is expected to follow suit. At the same time, 
city and county officials are taking a continu- 
ing look at matters of possible future con- 
solidation of the two governments. 


All this is good but even more may be 


in order. The time is ripe, it seems, for 
Lincoln to take another look at some aspects 
of its own governmental structure, especially 
the City Council. 


The new railroad organization will take 


a lot of the time of two members of the 
City Council. The organization will be a small 
government with its own n.j mill taxing power 
and a lot of work to do in the matter of 
grade crossings and track relocations. 


If our City Council were large enough, 


it might find it feasible to appoint members 
to various other aspects of city government 
such as engineering, streets, traffic movement, 
planning, 
law, 
utilities, etc. Such council 


members would do no administrative work 
but could become quite expert in a certain 
field of interest. 


What concerns us is that the load of 


the council is becoming so great as to prohibit 
any of its members from becoming very ex- 
pert in any fields outside of those it now 


has a direct contact with. Such contact now 


is maintained with parks, city libraries and 
Lincoln General Hospital. 


We would not propose any infringement 


by the council into administrative affairs, but 
rather, that a council member serve as a 
kind ot liaison person between the c o u n c i l 
itself and the various departments of city 
government. We fail to see how a little larger 
council membership 
would have any real 


liabilities. On the other hand, it could produce 
still better representation of the people as 
well as more informed decisions by the coun- 
cil. A cooperative administrative and legisla- 
tive setup, after all, is far better than one in 
conflict and disagreement.

Drugs Cheap, Easily Procured In Vietnam; 


Administration Ineffective In The Problem 


NEW YORK—In his recent 


news 
conference. 
President 


Nixon said it was important to 
keep the problem of drug ad- 
diction among the American 
troops in Vietnam in perspec- 
tive. His administration, 
he 


said, was concentrating on get- 
ting at the sources of drugs in 
Ihe world, that it was going :o 
prosecute the drug "pushers,"' 
treat the drug "addicts," and 
try to inform the American 
public on the general problem 
of drug addiction. 


In general terms this is fair 


enough, hut it does not deal 
with the tragic realities of the 
troops on the battlefield. 


The quickest way for 
an 


American 
soldier 
to 
avoid 


combat in Vietnam and get 
back home these days is to 
take to drugs. If he's hooked on 
heroin, he's finished — finished 
with fighting, finished with the 
Army, a casualty of the war, 
finished with everything but the 
drug bit. 


This is one of those tragic 


consequences of war where, in 
Nikita 
Khruschchev's 
vivid 


phrase, the living may envy 
the dead. Retiring Army Secre- 
tary Stanley Resor recently 
testified that between 10 and 
15 per cent of the American 
troops in Vietnam have a ser- 
ious heroin habit, and this is 
at best an official guess — at 
least 20,000 andmaybe twice 
that number in the American 


expeditionary force are now in 
danger of drug addiction. 


The 
facts 
and 
military 


regulations of this problem are 
alarmingly vague. President 
Nixon has conceded that the 
problem exists. The military 
authorities have established a 
rehabilitation program to deal 
\\ith it. Extreme cases of drug 
addiction are compelled to join 
the program, but the easy way 
in dubious cases is merely to 
get the man home and out of 
the service. 


Getting them 
out 
of the 


service at 
least, blurs and 


disperses the problem. If the 
soldier wants out and docs not 
volunteer 
for 
the 
d r u g 


rehabilitation 
program, 
the 


veterans hospitals are not full 
of addicts, but the soldier is 
thrown back on his own with an 
expensive habit he cannot cure 
or afford. 


Divided as the nation is about 


the war. confused as it is about 
past and present war objec- 
tives, the country ought to be 
able to agree about rescuing 
the men who were drafted into 
the battle, and giving them the 
health and jobs essential to a 
decent life. This is not being 
done now. Rehabilitation and 
employment centers are being 
established, the problems of the 
veteran drug addict and the 
unemployed 
v e t e r a n are 


recogni/cd in Washington, but 
the 
sick 
and 
unemployed 
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casualties of the war are not 
being dealt with effectively. 


One of the major drug pro- 


blems of the American soldier 
in Vietnam is that heroin in 
Southeast Asia* is strong, easy 
to get and take by smoking, 
rather than by needle, and 
cheap. It eases the agony of 
combat, and promises home- 
leave if it gets beyond control. 
But hooked on this powerful, 
cheap stuff 
in 
Vietnam, 
a 


discharged 
veteran 
in 
any 


normal American community 
has neither the means of curing 
the habit nor affording 
the 


habit, without stealing. 


The Nixon administration has 


not been in-different 
to the 


menace of drugs in America, 
has tried to get at the prob- 
lem at the source. It has us- 
ed its political and economic 
power to cut off the supply of 
drugs in Turkey, Lebanon and 
elsewhere in the Middle East. 
It has worked effectively with 
the Pompidou government in 
Paris to break up the process- 
ing of drugs in Marseilles and 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
Mediter- 


ranean. It has 
trebled the 


number of agents watching the 
drug trade across the Mexican, 
border and through customs at 
the international airports in 
this country, and it has poured 
federal money and manpower 
into breaking up the drug ped- 
dlers in this country. 


But in Vietnam, where it has 


much more control over both 
the peddlers and the soldiers, 
the Nixon administration has 
not been effective. In Saigon, at 
least, it has much more* 
authority than it has used to 


attack the source of drugs, to 
intervene in the drug corrup- 
tion, which reaches into the 
nighest levels of the Saigon 
government, and to insist that 
the American soldiers who are 
the casualties of the war-drug 
culture go into the d r u g- 
rehabilitation program. 


More 
than 
that, 
the ad- 


ministration has not cooperated 
in a serious, private examina- 
tion of the Vietnam drug prob- 
lem with the Congress. Nobody 
on Capitol Hill expects 
the 


President to approve public 
hearings on the question, but 
serious men in the Congress, 
both critics and defenders of 
the President's Vietnam policy, 
have urged him, without suc- 
cess, to get at the facts of drug 
addiction among the soldiers, 
and cooperate in legislation to 
deal with the drug casualties of 
the war. 


This is so serious a problem 


that, 
unlike 
most 
political 


issues in Washingtoni, it is be- 
yond politics. Both parties, all 
factions for and against the 
Nixon policy of "winding down 
the war," agree on the human 
tragedy of drug addiction 
among the soldiers in Vietnam, 
and the dangers of sending 
them back home before they 
are cured. But this is what is 
happening. To save their lives 
by avoiding combat, many of 
the Americans in Vietnam arc 
ruining their lives by drugs, 
and being sent home to families 
and communities that have no 
means to cure or evcni under- 
stand the tragedy of their rc- 
turhing sons.

Auditorium, and with it died some of the 
free artistic speech in Lincoln. 


Approached earlier in the year by the 


promoters 
of 
the 
musical, 
P e r s h i n g 


Auditorium board of directors lingered on the 
decision over a period of several months. 
Just recently the board revealed that they 
thought it inappropriate to bring the musical 
to Lincoln. Three members out of the seven 
directors 
voted against the musical, two 


members voted in favor and two members 
abstained by not attending the controversial 
meeting. It is rather unfortunate 
that the 


voice of the citizen was overshadowed by 
a few board members, and that the Lincoln 
audience was cheated the privilege of making 
their own artistic choice. 


"Hair"' with its highly renowned musical 


score is on its way to becoming a classic. 
In a few years it might no longer be available 
in the form of a touring stage production. 
We in Lincoln, without any choice, might 
just have thrown away a valuable opportuni- 
ty. 


The performing arts is a media which 


represents a specific voice and expression 
of our society. It imprints upon the viewer 
and participant the problems and beliefs of 
our society. Since most forms of artistic 
entertainment are on the paid basis, t h o s e 
in the community who disapprove of their 
impact can very well stay away and not 
contribute. We feel that by not letting "Hair" 
appear in Lincoln we have done a grave 
injustice to the privilege of choice. 


We hope that the musical is still given 


another chance to appear in Lincoln, but we 
also suggest that the decision of its ap- 
pearance should not be monopolized by a 
select few.

City doesn't need the money that badly. 


Howie Unfair, Except To Self 


Every animal, both two and four-legged, involved in 


Howie's off-track betting scheme with the Kentucky Derby, 
the Preakness and this week, the Belmont, were simply pawns 
to Howie's operation. 


Neither Canonero II, Churchill Downs, Pimlico, nor the 


states of Kentucky and Maryland realized a dime from the 
money 
that 
flowed 
through Howie's machines scattered 


throughout New York City. 


Under the New York Off-Track Betting law, tracks in 


that state get one per cent of the handle, the state takes 
one-half per cent off the top while Howie keeps W/'z 
per 


cent. After expenses, 80 per cent goes to the city and 20 
per cent to the state. 


Not a nickel to outside states or tracks such as Kentucky 


and Maryland, Churchill Downs and Pimlico. 


But that sports such as football, basketball or baseball 


would not benefit momentarily from an invasion into their 
midst by off-track betting is not the primary danger or 
concern of officials of those sports. 


The danger to those sports is the suspicion and doubts 


about integrity that accompany any sport in which the fans' 
money is involved. 


Cries Of Fix 


How many times have you run into a friend, who has 


just been to the races and watched as his horse, a favorite, 
lost with him clutching a S2 win ticket and his : A cry 
to you was that the race was fixed? 


It had to be fixed, you see. because his horse was 


a sure winner otherwise. There was no chance that his 
horse could have lost because it was carrying too much 
weight, because the horse didn't feel 100% (after all horses 
can have the same ups and downs that you and I have) 
or because some other horse happened to be more ready 
to run that day. 


Hcrse racing has come to expect those kind of losers' 


cries and has learned to live with it. But other sports shouldn't 
have to. 


We recall coming back from the Orange Bowl this winter 


after the Buskers had won a national football championship 
with a 17-12 win over LSU and running into a fellow, who 
had bet on Nebraska, but minus 5Vi points. 


He was upset because to him Nebraska had lost. While 


most of the rest of the state was taking d e l i g h t in the 
Huskers' success, this fellow along with a few others were 
crying in their beer. 


We also recall walking into an establishment one evening 


in the middle of the NBA playoffs between Milwaukee and 
Baltimore, a game the Bucks figured to win easily, and 
hearing shouts of "It's tied up;" "Now, we're two behind;" 
"Now, it's tied again." 


With such a thrilling game under way, we turned an 


ear to the TV set and heard the announcer say the Bucks 
were leading by 16. 


The only ones the game was tied to was those, who 


had bet on the point spread. For those people, there are 
bookies to handle their tastes, illegal as they may be. 


But the rest of the populace that can sit down in front 


of their TV sets at home or go the stadium and enjoy 
the game and a win by their favorite team no matter whether 
they beat the point spread or not doesn't need to be tempted 
into becoming bettors and thus yellers of "Fix" 
if their 


team doesn't win by the points it's supposed to. 


Off-track betting is fine for those sports that already 


have legalized betting — if the horsemen who are putting 
on the show get their fair share. But for the other sports, 
Who Needs It?

House Committee Approves Sugar

The bill extends for three 


years the federal sugar control 
program now scheduled to ex- 
pire at the end of this year. 


Rep. W. R. Poage, D-Tex., the 


committee chairman, said he 
would ask the House Rules 
Committee to schedule floor 
debate on the bill under a 
"closed rule" procedure that 
would prohibit any amendments. 
This would keep critics from 
trying to write ceilings into the 
bill on the floor. 


Poage said the r u l e s com- 


mittee plans to consider t h a 
bill next Wednesday and the 
House leadership plans to take it 
to the floor the following day.
